EDMONTON—Look for an up- 
swing in Alberta’s economy dur- 
ing the coming year. ~ ~ 

That’s the advice of the. Al- 
berta bureau of statistics, which 
has issued its annual review of 
business : conditions: It -is, hased 
on a study of’ conditions in 1958, 
coupled with probable develop- 
ments during the coming, ‘12 
months. LV aS 

According to the bureau, busi- 
ness activity in Alberta was well 
past the low point in the reces- 
sitn by the end of 1958, and 
since midsummer the economic 
recovery has been gaining mo- 
mentum. 

Some sectors of the economy 
were remarkably buoyant in a 
year which has gone into the 
record books as a recession year. 
For example, construction ac- 
tivity reached an all-time high: 
Building permits issued by the 
10 cities in Alberta were worth 
almost $200,000,000. Permits’ is- 
sued by other municipalities: to- 
talled more than $60,000,000. 

Oil production continued to be 
a dark spot in the otherwise 
bright economic picture, Crude 
oil output dropped to 112,300,000 
barrels in 1958 from 137,492,316 
in 1957, mostly due to a decline 
in shipments to the U.S. — 

But the bureau noted that 1958 
oil well drilling activity had in- 
creased over 1957 and crude oil 
production at the end-of the 
year appeared to be increasing 
substantially once again. 

Production ‘of all other min- 
erals was up for the year, and 
natural gas output increased to 
245 trillion cubic feet from 163 
trillion a year earlier. 

“Particularly significant is the 
underlying stability evidenced 
in all industries in a so-called re- 
cession year,” says the bureau: 

F'-rm cash income was about 
$44,C00,000 ahead of last year. 
Although grain earnings ‘were 
wy down—indicating farmers 
ho rely wholly or mostly on 
v-oin were feeling the pinch— 
*e drep was more than offest 
by increases in livestock income.

Tractor Mishaps Big 


Factor in Farm Deaths 
‘Motor vehicle crashes «on 
highways killed more Alberta 
farm résidents last year than 


survey of preliminary figures by 
W. J. Perkins, farm safety direc- 
tor with the Alberta Safety 
Council. 

Fifty of the 132 violent deaths 
recorded among farm residents 
last year were attributed to mo- 
toring on the highways. The 
second major cause of death was 
tractor, mishaps on the farms— 
17 lives were lost. As well, 10 
deaths were attributed to the 
use of tractors on the highway: 
Other farm vehicles caused three 
deaths. ° 

Falls caused 12 deaths last 
year among Alberta farm resi- 
dents, with 11 of the fatalities 
occurring among persons over 
60 years of age. The 12th death 
occurred to a person in the age 
group 40-49. 

Of those who died on the high- 
way, the majority were 20-14 in 
each of the age groups 20-39 and 
40-59, and 12 among those over 
60. Of the six deaths attributed 
to fire, four occurred among 
children under nine years of age. 

Of the total figure of 132 
deaths, 24 occurred to children 
under nine, 17 to persons be- 
tween 10 and 19; 27 in the 20-39 
age group; 27 among those in the 
40-59 age group; and 37 to those 
over 60 years. 

Farm vehicles caused death to 
two persons under nine years, 
and to one person over 60. Death 
through tractors on the highway 
occurred to one person in each 
age group up.to 39; to three in 
the 40-59 age group, and to four 
to those over 60. Eight drown- 
ings were reported, three to 
those under nine, and the re- 
mainder fairly evenly distribut- 
ed among the other age groups. 
Firearms caused three deaths, 
one in each age group up to 39. 
Animals caused three deaths, one 
teenager and two persons over 
40. Electrocution claimed three 
lives, one teenager, and two per- 
sons in the 20-39 age group. 
Poisoning claimed five lives, 3 
of them children under — nine 
years. Suffocation also claimed 
five lives, and again, three were’ 
children under nine. Miscellan- 
eous causes accounted for the 
remaining deaths. . 


State Lotteries Get 
MP Backing 

OTTAWA— Two Progressive 
Conservatives and a Liberal Fri- 
day proposed steps to legalize 
lotteries and sweepstakes in Can- 
ada. 

They generally agreed in their 
separate proposals that the fed- 
eral government ‘should consid- 
er steps to make state lotteries 
legal, with profits going to edu- 
cation and hospitals. 

Mervyn. Hardie (L—Macken- 
zie River) gave notice of a pri- 
vate member’s resolution call- 
ing on the government to con- 
sider an amendment to the Crim- 
inal Code that would permit 
state lotteries.

SEWING JERSEY MATERIAL: 

Jersey is usually sold in a tub-. 
ular shape. The crease marks in 
jersey as it comes of the bolt are 
often impossible to press out. If 
the pattern cannot be cut to 
avoid these, place the crease lin- 
es.in centre back or front and 
they will lcok as if they fit in 
with the construction lines of 
the dress. 

Due to the elasticity of jersey, 
it has to be handled differently 
in sewing from woven materials. 
Seams such as_ shoulder and 
waistline seams which are sub- 
ject to strain have to be taped. 
Seam binding, ribbon, or cotton 
twill tape can be used. Any of 
these tapes should be pre-shrunk 
before using. 

If the jersey dress is a sheath 
style the skirt has‘ to be lined. 
It.is often advisable to line the 
bodice also to prevent stretching 
when hanging on the coat hang- 
er. The lining used for this must 
be- a firm weave, but still soft 
so that the jersey will retain its 
soft appearance. 

Silk sewing thread has an ad- 
vantage over cotton thread in 
sewing. wool jersey, because it 
is more elastic, Synthetic thread 
is not advisable for wool since 
it will melt at the temperature 
used for pressing wool. 

Collars, cuffs, skirt band, belts, 
etc., keep their shape if interlin- 
ed. Pellon can be used for skirt 
bands, belts and in stand-up col- 
lars. ° ; 

No seam finish is required for 
jersey. 


DRY CLEANING PROBLEMS: 

1. Shoulder pads ‘can be a haz- 
ard in dry cleaning. The cep- 
prene rubber-impregnated wool 
shoulder pad decomposed in 
cleaning solvent and gave off an 
acid which caused discoloration 
and eventually deterioration of 
the fabric: Thesé hase almost 
completely disappeared from the 
Canadian market. Sponge rub- 
ber also causes trouble in that it 
swells and eventually crumbles. 
Sponge rubber shoulder pads 
withstand washing well, but not 
drycleaning.

Transporting screenings and 
uncleaned grain can.result in the 
spreading of weed seeds if the 
trucks are not kept covered. No 
one wants to see weed seeds 


|spread along roads where they 


can spread into nearby fields. A 
tarpaulin properly tied down 
over a truck box will insure that 
no grain or weed seeds blow out 
while travelling. It is illegal to 
move screenings except in bags 
or properly covered, tight box- 
es. Protect yourself and others 
from weed infestations by mov- 
ing screenings and grain prop- 
erly.
